“I have 
been in office many years and I 
say without hesitation that I can 
not concelve a more effective 
Means of communication than 
now exists,” he added. 

As head of the Government in 
Canada he recelved communica- 
tions direct from Mr. Churchill 
and was ajJso able to communicate 
with him, In addition communi: | 
catlong came almost hourly from 
the Dominions Office giving a 
complete picture of what was tak- 
ing place. Moreover the British 
High Commissioner in Canada re- 
celved other communications which 
he was able to tmpart personally 
to the Prime Minister or other, 
Ministers of Canada, 


COLLECTIVE OPINION 

At all times but particularly 1n

A fyrther sequel to-the Police raid, led by Mr. L. A. Searle, 
A.S.P. (K), and Sgt. J. Allen, on Sha Lo Wan village, Lantau Island, 
in the early hours of Aug. 3, during which a large-quantity of arms 
and ammunition were seized ‘and several persons arrested, was the 
appearance before Mr. 8. F. Balfour, at the .District Office, South, 
yesterday of CHENG MUN-PING, ma.c, and CHAN SUI-FONG, 
female, on the charge of unlawful possession of arms and am-

According to the prosecution 
conducted by Sgt. J. Allen, the 
raid was carried out at 3.55 a.m. 
on Aug. 3 when a party of Police, 
led by Mr. Searle, went to the 
village. 


Going down the side of a hill, 
the party saw an unnumbered 
house with a light showing. While 
the Police were heading for the 
house, three merf came out and 
disappeared into the darkness. 


On coming to the house, they 
saw two men inside while a wo- 
man. was standing tn the rear ol 
the building. A rifle was lying on 
a table near ‘the men, while on the 
ground, under the table, was 
fcund a fully-loaded revolver. 


While there, 8gt. Allen was left 
in charge of the arms and prison- 
ers while Mr. Searle, and the rest 
of the Police party, went to other 
houses. One of the prisoners 
brought Sgt. Galvin and Mr. Searle 
to am unnumbered house where a 
mauser pistol] was found.

GERMANS PLAN NEW MOVE: 
ALLIES USE AIR TRANSPORT. 


“The Germans and Italians have been trying very hard 
lately to get reinforcements for their troops in North 
Africa. They have been trying very hard to get across the , 
stretch of water between Sicily and the mainland,” said 
MAJOR OLIVER STEWART, M.C., A.F.C., the well-known 
aviation expert, when he broadcast from London. yester- 
day on German moves and plans in the Middle East. 


“Hardly anything = gets 
across without being knock- 
ed about by the R.AF.,” con- 
tinued Major Stewart, ‘“ but 
as the Axis always does 
things on a lavish scale, a 
good deal of stuff does get 
over. So we must expect a 
winter campaign here. 


MOVE IN NOR’ AFRICA . 
“The Axis is ct dy planning 


a move in North Africa towards 
the Suez Canal. I have always 
Maintained that a good guide to 
the future aré air operations, The 
Suez Canal has lately had a good 
many bombing raids.” 


Major Stewart sald that air ac- 
tivity from Sicily, however, ap- 
peared to be very light and con- 
voys were not being given very 
much air support these days. This 
evidence seemed to point to a 
complete withdrawal of all Ger- 
man aircraft from Sicily. The 
Germans had a strong air force 
there in January and it now ap- 
peared that the Axis was not go- 
ing te make any move there. 


The Germans, of course, had 
their hands full at the moment 
and they had to remove part 
of their air force from Western 
Europe. The result was that 


RPITISH PLANS 


Major Stewart declared that the 
allied plans to meet such a move 
had deteriorated somewhat owing 
to the calls made in other parts 
of the Empire. Australia had to 
stiffen up ber own defences. But 
Britain’s .supply lines for air 
equipment had been much {m- 
proved. 

“President Roosevelt mentioned 
the other day that arrangements 
had been made to fly aircraft built 
in the United States to the Middle 
East by way of the west coast of 
Africa,” continued Major Stewart. 


“For a long time now American 
machines have been used in the 
Middle East. 
son was the first R.A.F.-manned 
American aircraft to be used when 
Ttallan warships were attacked in 
November last. In any case, the 
R.A.F. now uses many American 
machines, including the Maryland 
and the Tomahawk. We must 
make sure that we can get a con- 
tinual stream of reinforcements 
for them. The more material that 
can be sent to us by atr the better.

The Gospel read in tomorrow's Mass is the parable of the 
Good Samaritan, from the tenth chapter of St. Luke’s Gospel.

Sharp fighting took place at 

Sulhsien, Japanese base of opera- 
tions in north Hupeh, on Aug. 16 
when severay Chinese units con- 
verged on the city in q fierce at- 
tack, 
- One unit reached the south city 
gate and broke into the Japanese 
barracks, inflicting many cagual- 
tles| Another unit scaled the city 
walls. Meanwhile, a Chineso artil. 
lery unit fired at the east city gate 
and into the city to harass Japan- 
ese defence. ' 

Fighting raged until the follow- 
mg morning, About 300 Japanese 
casualties resulted. 

On the night of Aug, 17 Chinese 
troops attacked the Japanese at 
Lungkang in the district of Yang- 
sin in Hupeh. Taken unawares, the 
Japanese fled northward. and were 
| pursued by the Chinese to the’ 
brink of the Fu River. Many Ja- 
panese soldiers who tried to swim 
across the river were drowned 
while others were mowed down by 
Chinese fire. 

Two night dttacks were made by 
the Chinese against the Japanese 
at Shouchwang and Yuyucshwang. 
Tespectively east and north of 
Chuhsienchen on the south bank 
of the Yellow River in Honan on 
Aug, 14 and 16. A Japanese sup- 
ply depot was destroyed, about one 
mile of the highway damaged and 
many telegraph wires were torn 
down.

Suggestions that sporting bodies 
should have a.; right: to prevent 
commercial broadcasting stations 
from describing’ their: programmes 
were vigorously opposed by Mr. R. 
Dooley, secretary of the Australian 
Commercial Broadcasting Federa- 
tion, In evidence to the Federal 
Parliamentary committee inquiring 
into broadcasting. 

Mr. Calwell, M.HLR., asked if St 
would be regarded as stealing to 
take the right of broadcasting by 
crecling a tower overlooking a 
sports arena, contrary to the 
wishes of a sporting body. Mr. 
Dogley replied that commercial 
stations would probably be willing 
!o pay for the right of broadcast

Mr, Dooley said many sporting 
bodies discriminated against com- 
mercial stations, possibly unwit- 
tingly, because sole rights to broad- 
cast were bought by the Australian 
Broadcasting Commisslon. He be- 
lieved football and cricket bodies

mercial broadcasting, but the trus-

Mr. Dooley did not think the 
A.B.C, crowded out commercial sta- 
tlong and thought it would share 
broadcasting rights.

Mr. Justice Asquith‘ firected that 
the youths, George Henry Blister, 
15, and James Charles Kimber, 16, 
be detained for three years under 
a section of the Children and 
Young Persons Act, which enables 
the Home Secretary to review a 
case from time to time, says the 
News of the World. 

The charges related to another 
boy, Ernest Vivian Lipscombe, at 
an approved school at Redhill, 
Surrey. . 

Bister and Kimber were alleged 
to have taken knives from the 
schoo] dining-room’ and ground 
them to make daggers. 

Mr. Stuart Horner, prosecuting, 
stated that. on March 23, when 
Lipscombe was in the garden, 
Bister whipped cut a knife and 
struck him tn the neck and back. 

Kimber was alleged to have said 
in a statement: 

“Bister sent a itown boy to a 
jchemist’s shop to get some chin- 
Tide of potash. We had previously 
arranged to kill a number of boys 
in the dormitory with our daggers, 

“The potash was to fire a hay- 
rick and distract attention. When 
the boy brought the chloride he 
delivered it to a master, 

“BEYOND CONTROL’ 

“Bister said to me, ‘I cannot 
stand being humiliated by all 
‘these boys. The only thing to do 
is to kill one, &nd make 2 dash 
jor it. 

“I saw Lipscombe 
den. ... I had only just got my 
knife out, or®l would have finish- 
ed it off. I buried my knife un- 
jder a tree.” 

Bister was alleged: to have sald, 
after seeing Kimber’s statement: 

“It is accurate as far as it goes, 
We intended burning the house to 
destroy any bodies of boys we 
might have killed gr injured.” 

Tt was stated that Bisver had 
been sent to the approved school 
,for three years for theft, and 
\Kimber, who had been to a 
‘famous West of England public 
‘school, had been found beyond 
the control of his parents. 

Dr, Rossiter Lewis declared he 
‘thought Bister was Suffering from 
delusional insanity, though he 
isnew what he was doing and -was 
perfectly fit to plead. 

Kimber, he believed, was a psy- 
chopathic personality. The case 
was one in which a person who 
was insane so influenced another 
, that they both committed the 
‘same kind of thing. . 

The important feature was 
that Bister suffered from a de- 
jusion that everything he did 
was carried out.as q result of 
being told what to-do hy a 
vatee. 

On occasions: “he deseribed how 
it had spoken to him from horses 
‘in the street,- or trees in the 
woods, but sometimes from people 
standing near him. There was no 
doubt “it” wags responsible for the 
attempted murder.
